Titoesl If ex-Governor Adams had 
been disposed to quibble In regard to 
the proceedings in another'branch or 
tbe State government, he could have 
found twenty times more pretexts for 
Tetoing the bill which removed the 
State University from Elko to Beno 
than our preient ohief executive gives 
for dealing a death blow to Senate bill 
No, 76. Governor Adams, moreover, 
bad the same arbitrary power, as the 
Univerjity bill did not reach his office 
until Iste in the evening of the last day 
of the session of 1886. In addition to 
this, the principal opposition to the 
bill came from Ormsby, of which the 
governor was a resident, and whose in- 
•lination was presumably with his own 
county. He, however, signed the bill 
and returned it to the Assembly a few 
minutes before tbe final adjournment 


Tb» University bill was Introduced 


in the Assembly on Monday, only 
tbrse daye-both inolnsive-beforethe 
•djonrament of the Legislature. Un- 
der a rnle then in forcej no new t>w* 
oonld be introduced or acted' upon 
without suspension of snob rnle by ft 
two-thirds majority vote of the mem- 
here. There'wss no active opposition 
in the Assembly and it was read twice 
by title and the third time in full, con- 
ridered engrossed and placed uponiU 
final passage. 
If our 
recollection 


serves ns correctly.all of this was done 
under a single suspension of the rules, 
the bill not even being referred to a 
committee. At all events the bill 
passed the Assembly on that day and 
was sent to the Senate. Here the 
trouble commenced, as the Carson op- 
position determined to fl«ht it in that 
body. There were at that time nine- 
teen members, th.rteen makiug a two 
thirds majority, and the Mends of the 
bill composed exactly that number of 
Senators. 
But the opposition resorted to fili- 


bustering movements and placed every 
possible obstruction in tbe way to pre- 
vent a vote being taken upon the fine. 
passage, before the adjournment of the 
legieUture on the following day. Bui 
the thirteen stood staunch and trae, 
and despite of parliamentary rules and 
precedents, the bills was in proper 
position to be placed on its final pass- 
asje on the morning of the last day of 
the session. When it came to its third 
reading the secretary discovered that 
there was no enacting clause in the 
bill. The opposition nearly broke into 
a cheer at the dwcovery, hot their glee 
was of short duration. The bill was at 
once sent back to the Assembly, where 
the enacting clause was inserted and 
put through the same coarse of sprouts

Nevada Million* IBolefcaded by 


tlon—Result of the Kecent 
-lutoToitlog Boycott - Ub«l "Which 
Coit 1)5,700. 
The important lawsuits connected 


with the Silver Peak mines.whioh have 
occupied the attention of the Unn«d( 
States District Court at Carson the, 
last two or three weeks, employing 
some of the best legal talent of Ne- 
vada and San Francisco, besides a 
small army of jurymen, witnesses, etc., 
being concluded, the following resume 
of the matter will be read with interest: 


The Silver Peak quartz gold mines in 


Esmeralda county have for many years 
been considered among the most prom- 
inent and valuable ia the State of Ne- 
vada, but unfortunately their practical 
development has always been seriously 
impeded by extensive,, intricate and, 
costly litigation. Silver Peak is situ- 
ated about forty-five miles southeast 
from Oandelaria station en the Carson 
& Colorodo railroad, and owing to the 
favorable nature o! the country a 
branch railroad could be very advan- 
tageonply constructed with great facil- 
ity and cheapness. The place in its 
palmiest days, fifteen or twenty years 
ago, had a population of a thousand or 
more, bat a hundred would be about 
the figure now. 


The main lode upon which the mlnea 


are located is along a mountain ridge 
and aide, running in a northerly and 
southerly direction for a mile and a 
half, and dipping to the eastward, like 
the Ootnstock. The workings are ex- 
tensive, by shafts and tunnels, but 
none more than three or four hundred 
feet in depth. The greatest width of 
ore developed^ is about seventy feet, 
yielding from twelve to flftaen dollars 
per ton, the grade being generally of 
an even, free milling character. With 
good water-power milling facilities 
such ore would pay well. In fact not- 
withstanding the limited workings, the 
Silver Peak yield thus far has amount- 
ed to over $3,000,00!»,two steam power re- 
duction mills,one of thirtyand the other 
of ten stamps being employed until sus- 
pended by litigation. A good supply 
of water for milling, mining and other 
purposes could be brought in from 
White Mountain range, thirty miles 
distant, by means nf canal arid flnme 
at a oost of $250,000L which will be done 
if ever a well organized company of 
enterprising capitalists can acquire 
fall ownership and control of these 
mines. 


The entire group of Silver Peak 


mines is now virtually owned by John 
T. Blair, a citizen of New Jersey, nine- 
ty-seven years old, and reported to be 
worth as many millions as he is years 
ot age. He loaned ',money liberallrto 
some of the origins' locators long years 
ago, and subsequently through the 
formation of new working and specu- 
lative combinations, bonding of the 
mines, etc., the whole Silver Peak 
mining property became secured to 
him by mortgage to the extent of 
$573,978.71, which measurably Indi- 
cates the estimated velire of the prop- 
erty. Hon. Samuel J. Tilden of New 
York was one of the prominent mon of 
the country interested in the Silver 
Peak Mining Company, but which 
with the rest was finally absorb jd by 
Blair, who now constitutes end repre- 
sents that company. 


Some six or eight years ago L. 3. 


Hanohett, a well known Nevada min 
ing man of ability and experience ob- 
tained a lease and bond of the mines, 
erected a thirty stamp mill and prose- 
cuted the work of development with 
considerable success, notwithstanding 
natural disadvantages from lack of 
adequate water power, contested titles, 
etc. About three years ago, however, 
Hanchett became somewhat involved 
financially, and was sued by Blair for 
royalty on the ore he had taken from 
the mines, to the amount of $11,000, 
and an attachment by the United 
States Marshal was placed on the store 
of his SOD, L. E. Hanchett, at Silver 
Peak. This suspended all mining work 
and Hanohett the older brought a 
counter suit against Blair, claiming 
title through his lease and bond. 


Last week on trial of the case of 


Hanohett va. Blair in the District 
Court, Carson, Jugde Hawley decided 
that Hanohett had no legal interest in 
the Silver Peak property entitling him 
to make any defense against foreclos- 
ure of Blair's mortgage. In other 
words, whatever interest or claim he. 
may have in the property is subse- 
quent to and subject to the liea ot 
Blair's mortgage ot $573,978.81. Judg- 
ment was accordingly ordered entered 
for Blair in the aforesaid goodly 
•am.

This warlike, boycotting manifesto 


was promptly responded 19 by Ohiato- 
vich wfth a IfbeT suit for defamation of 
character and injury to hi« business, 
claiming $10,000 damages. This case 
was also tried last week before Judge 
Hawley, resulting in favor of Chiato- 
vioh to the amount of $4,700. 


Lastly, occupying the first three 


dayo of the closing week, came the 
suit of Hanchett, the younger, against 
United States Marshal Humphrey and 
bis bondsmen, for levying npon bis 
goods nnd closing hie store at Silver 
Peak. The marshal did that at the 
instigation of the Silver Peak Mining 
Company, he being protected by an 
indemnified bond in so doing, the 
proposition being that the goods and 
•tore belonged to L. J. Hanohett in- 
stead of bis son, L. E. Hanchett, who 
now brought tbia suit, claiming $6,800 
damages. It being satisfactorily shown 
thr.*. L. E. Hanchett was the real 
owner, the jury, after long figuring 
and deliberatian, brought iu a ver- 
dict in fnvor of young Hanchett for 
$5,760. 


This ended the Sliver Peak cases in 


the United States Court for the pres= 
ent term. The main case of Hanohett 
vs. Blair, involving title to the Silver 
Peak mining properly itself, Is to 
come op at the next term. 


It certainly is to the interest of all 


parties 
immediately 
concerned,' as 


well as for the whole State and people, 
that this important matter ehoald be 
promptly decided and settled as soon 
as possible. It is a bnrning sin that 
the practical development and work- 
log of those valuable mines should 
so long be prevented by vexatious 
litigation, instead of being placed in 
the front rank where they belong, 
employing hundreds ot miners and 
adding their untold golden millions to 
the wealth, of the country and the 
world. 


A year ago laat October, John W. 


Mackay, with a few selected miners 
from the Comstock, went to Silver 
Peak by invitation of Mr. Hanchett to 
make a practical examination of those 
mines, with a view to investment or 
taking a hand in their working in 
some way. He took off bis coat, like 
the old miner that he is, and in- 
spected shafts, drifts, tunnels or any- 
where that bis men went, taking any 
amount of samples and assays, aad 
occupying about a week in the exam- 
ination. 
Whatever conclusion he 


arrived at is beat known to himself, 
as he was very reticent, and his men, 
of course, said nothing. In answer to 
a friendly inquiry in Reno, when re- 
turning to San Francisco, he merely 
eaid: "The mines are good enough- 
nothing the matter with the mines."

I am in favor of treating tuberculous 


patients near their homes and in the 
iame or nearly the same climate as that 
n which they will have to live and 
work after their restoration to health. 
My reasons for advocating such princi- 
ples are founded on the experiences of 
ill modern phthisic-therapeutists, who 
lave demonstrated that the hygienic 
and dietetic treatment in special sani- 
tariums is feasible and successful in 
nearly all climates. 


I know from personal observation 


that cures of pulmonary tuberculosis 
effected in our ordinary home climates, 
which are on the average not considered 
as especially favorable to this class of 
sufferers, have been more lasting and 
more assured than cures obtained in 
more genial climes. 


And, 
with all due deference to the 


opinions of others, I do not believe 
there exists any climate which has a 
special curative quality for any form of 
pulmonary tuberculosis. Climate can 
only be considered as a more or lesy, 
valuable adjuvant in the treatment of 
consumption, but not a specific.—S. A. 
Knopf, M. D., in North American 'Re- 
view.
